The committee approved 
the resolution 7 to 4 and Chairman 
Connery (d., Mass.) said he would 
seek to bring it up in the house 
next Tuesday. The committee de- 
feated 8 to 7 a motion to delay 
approval until committeemen had 


- opportunity to study the Wagner 


act decisions and their effect on 
labor disputes. 


House democrats divided along 


•ectional lines for debate on fed- 
eral anti-lynching legislation. 


Northern democrats lined up in 


general behind the bill of Repre- 
sentative Gavagan (d., N. Y.) pro- 
viding heavy fines and prison sen- 
tences for peace officers who al- 
low prisoners to be lynched. Sim- 
ilar punishment would be inflicted 
on mob members. 


Many southern democrats op- 


. posed such legislation as unneces- 


sary and an unconstitutional in- 
vasion of the rights of the states. 
House republicans decided at a 
conference last week to support 
the Gavagan measure.

about."

WASHINGTON. (OP). Presi- 


dent Roosevelt called upon admin- 
istration forces to redouble their 
drive for enactment of his judici- 
ary reorganization program. Op- 
position leaders accepted his chal- 
lenge to a bitter end fight. 


White house spokesmen and em- 


issaries sent to the capitol indi- 
cated that decisions of the su- 
preme court upholding the na- 
tional labor relations 
act 
and 


broadening interpretation of the 
commerce clause would not swerve 
the president from his plan to 
enlarge the high tribunal. 


White house insistence that the 


court program be enacted as pres- 
ently 
constituted, 
coupled with 


willingness of opponents of the 
bill to accept the challenge for a 
showdown fight, appeared to be a 
blow to the hopes of a strong bloc 
of senators who had been work- 
ing for a. compromise. 
Senators Burke (d., Neb.) and 


King (d., Utah), foes of the meas- 
ure, said there was no disposition 
on the part of the opposition to 
compromise as they desired out- 
right defeat of the measure. Burke 
predicted flatly that the bill would 
be beaten. 


Compromise 
efforts 
continued 


among a large group of senators, 
particularly those not yet com- 
mitted on the bill, but immediate 
indications were that their efforts 
to restore party harmony 
were 


headed for defeat. 


Hatch Says "It's Easier." 


One significant development was 


the statement of Senator Hatch 
(d., N. M.) that the court decisions 
"make it easier" for him to sup- 
port the court bill. Previously he 
had

uncommitted 
and 


strongly in favor of compromise. 


Charles O. West, presidential li- 


aison man, -was busy checking con- 
gressional sentiment in regard to 
the court bill. 
He reported con- 


siderable desire for compromise 
but said that sentiment had not 
yet crystallized among adminis- 
tration supporters. 


Mr. Roosevelt was reported as

"no man's land" to "Robert's land."

ages to their non-riparian lands 
caused by the taking- of riparian 
acreage, altho such damagre ex- 
tends to the non-riparian 
lands. 
They say this decision cannot be 
sustained by the citation of any 
legal authority is in direct conflict 
and contrary to the 
well-estab- 
lished law of the state as pro- 
nounced in a long line of decisions, 
and results in the damaging of pri- 
vate property for public use with- 
out compensation, contrary to the 
constitution. The court is also de- 
clared to be wrong in holding that 
as riparian rights do not extend, 
to and cannot be enjiyed by non- 
rrparian lands, damages to the lat- 
ter cannot be recovered. 
The attorneys say the decision 
is of great public concern to land 
owners upon the Platte river and 
other streams who have accumu- 
lated ranches and farms bordering 
upon them, a part of which are 
riparian and a part non-riparian. 
Many instances exist where the 
riparian lands will be wholly taken 
for public projects, leaving the 


ranchman a lot of land not ripar- 
ian but 
greatly 
depreciated in 
damage. They say the constitution 
forbids this, and the courts have 
repeatedly said that one whose 
land is condemned is not limited 
in his damages to the particular 
part taken, but is entitled to dam- 
ages that result to other lands by 
the condemnation.

TO HALT SITDOWNS 


Federal 
Government Has 


Power to Protect Inter. 


state Commerce. 


By DAVID LAWRENCE. 


W A S H INGTON. (Copyright). 
For the man on the street who 
does not concern himself with the 
technical language of legal opin- 
ions, the important fact today is 
that the supreme court of the 
United States has pointed out to 
congress a way to rid the country 
Of "sitdown" strikes and usher in 
A new era of industrial peace in 
America. 
The supreme court has in ef- 
fect told a hesitant, wavering, 
doubtful congress that the federal 
government does have the power 
to protect interstate commerce 
against the impediments and ob- 
structions which grow out of seri- 
ous labor disputes. 
Thoroly consistent with previous 
opinions, the supreme court has 
merely called attention with re- 
newed emphasis to a decision ren- 
dered in May, 1925, known as the 
second Coronado case, which cov- 
ers almost identically conditions 
such as today, thru 
"sitdown" 
strikes and other labor disputes, 
are intentionally interrupting pro- 
duction and distribution of articles 
of commerce. 
No new commerce clause has 
been written into the constitution, 
fcut a definition of what really 
•onstitutes obstructions to inter- 
state commerce has been restated 
with remarkable clarity and force. 
The American people in general 
have won a great victory and la- 
bor in particular, that is honest, 
decent, lawabidmg labor was won 
a. triumph unexampled in Ameri- 
can history. 
In the second Coronado case, 
Which resulted from actions by 
Coal miners to obstruct the en- 
trance to mines and deliberately 
interfere with the shipment of 
coal by seizing coal cars and other 
equipment, the supreme court said 
that was a direct obstruction and 
a stoppage of interstate commerce 
and that it was within the power 
of congress to call such. a. restraint 
of trade a violation of the anti- 
trust laws.'' Since the constitution 
gives congress the power "to regu- 
late commerce among the states," 
hence, under this clause, congress 
could prohibit such stoppages and 
protect interstate commerce. 


Now the supreme court has said 
the same thing in another way. 
The court has pointed out that 
production itself may still he local, 
just as it was in the coal mining 
case, but that a physical act of 
obstruction could interfere •with 
the movement of goods. 


Can Try Protection. 


Can congress protect interstate 
commerce against the physical im- 
pediments of an obstruction such 
as grows out of a strike in which 
pickets and other devices are used 
to prevent production from being 
carried on? 
The supreme court said congress 
at least could try. It can pass 
laws providing for compulsory ne- 
gotiation. It can define collective 
bargaining. It can insist that 
workmen have the right to select 
agents of their own to speak for 
them in negotiations and that em- 
ployers 
cannot 
interfere with 
rights of self-organization. 
All 
this the supreme court said might 
appeal to congress as a means of 
cutting down or eliminating the 
principal causes of labor warfare. 
The court said in effect that con- 
gress might not eventually be suc- 
cessful in its efforts, but that the 
constitution permitted congress at 
least to make the attempt and 
that the Wagner law was in fact 
auch an attempt. 


The Wagner law does not com- 
pel a man to join a union if he 
doesn't wish to do so. It doesn't 
compel the employer to pay the 
wages 
or accept 
the hours de- 
manded 
by 
his 
workmen. It 
doesn't compel him to face a loss 
and go into bankruptcy just be- 
cause he can't get a price high 
enough to cover his labor costs 
But what the Wagner labor act 
does do is to compel people to sit 
down around a table to negotiate 
and if an agreement 
can't 
be 
reached, then there is no power m 
the constitution at present to force 
agreement. 
In the Guffey case, the labor 


provisions went beyond a mere ad- 
justment machinery for labor dis- 
putes. In the Scheciitcr case, too, 
congress sought by a delegation of 
the code making- power to cithers 
to set up a regulation of interstate 
commerce, and likewise the labor 
provisions of NRA went beyond a 
mechanism for 
adjustment of 
labor disputes, as for instance in 
fixing wpges and hours. 
John Lewis no longer can give 


H3 an excuse for "sitdown" strikes 
that the Wagner law is being en- 
joined by employers and hence is 
worthless. 


The Federation 
of Labor 
no 


longer need hesitate to ask the 
labor b^ard to decide whether the 
craft or the industry or the plant 
is the "appropriate unit" for col- 
lective bargaining. 
All this the 
national labor relations br-a.-d now 
has to decide, as the law speci- 
/.Jally requires. 
It is true the Wagner act is one- 
sided and does not treat the em- 
ployer and the employe alike But 
as Chief Justice Hughes pointed 
out. a one sided law doesn't mean 
that congress hasn't the power to 
make it two sided. That's what 
will happen as public opinion 
comes to understand 
fully the 
meaning of governmental inter- 
vention in labor disputes. 


In the Associated Press 
case 
four justices thought the freedom 
of the press wag involved. Five 
justices, also zealous in their de- 
sire to protect the freedom of the 
press, thought it was not. The

dismissal of any employe for be- 
longing to a union is a violation of 
the Wagner act.

The right of hire and fire still

20 miles south of Brunswick dur- 
ing a fog early Tuesday. 
Rescued by White Oak 
boat- 


men, 
passengers said a woman 
they believed to be a Mrs. Stew- 
art of Charlotte, N. C., was miss- 
ing. She boarded the vehicle at 
Jacksonville, Fla. 


The bus left the highway at 
3:30 a. m., near a small bridge 
and turned upon its side in five 
feet of water. Mrs. J. L,. Drury, 
White Oak resident, heard the 
crash and notified other residents. 
A rescue force of eight men se- 


cured small boats and worked rap- 
idly to extricate the passengers. 


"We were thrown from one side 


of the bus to the other," said 
Galen Thompson of Stonngton, 
Me., one of the 
injured. 
"By 
breaking windows and opening 
doors we were able to provide 
exits. Unable to see whether we 
were in a wide river or a narrow 
creek, we did not leave the bus, 
but stood with water reaching to 
our necks until boats arrived. If 
the water had 
been two feet 
higher all would have drowned." 


S. L. Matthews of North Au- 


gusta, Ga., driver of the bus, ous- 
tained a cut in the face. 
"I had pulled out to pass a car,' 
he said. "Unable to see because 
of the fog I failed to cut back into

The battling Spaniards know 


each other so well that they do 
not trust each other, even under 
a flag of truce. The rebel out- 
post near Madrid is reported to 
have flown a flag of truce Mon- 
day but the loyal forces ignored 
it.

WAGNER ACT UPHELD. 


There are several phases of the 


decision 
of the United 
States 


supreme 
court 
upholding 
the 


Wagner labor relations act which 
are intensely interesting to every 
citizen. 
The act, it seems, is en- 


tirely constitutional in the opinions 
of all the judges, just so long as it 
applies to industries which are il - 
.erstate in character. The federal 
•overnment is barred 
from at- 


.empts to regulate intrastate busi- 
ness. The states remain supreme 
within their borders. 
It is only 


n the case of activities 
which 


cross state lines that congress can 
assume authority. 


Thus while the court holds that 


:he Wagner act is constitutional 
as long as it confines itself to ac- 
tivities, interstate, in character, it 
s not so certain what 
makes a 


business interstate. In the case of 
a. transportation company it was 
unanimous. 
But in the case of 


manufacturers and the Associated 
Press it had some doubts. The ma- 
;ority held for the interstate inter- 
sretation, however. 


As a1 result of this decision, in- 


terstate businesses will 
-have to 


abide by certain conditions imposed 
by the Wagner act. Workers in the 
fields affected 
by the 
decision, 


have the express right, guaranteed 
by law, to organize and bargain 
collectively with their employers 
:hru representatives of their own 
choosing. 
Employers 
are 
for- 


bidden to interfere with, restrain 
or coerce employes hi the exercise 
of that right. They are forbidden 
to dominate any labor organiza- 
tion 
or contribute financial 
or 


other support to it. Theyr are ex- 
pressly enjoined against refusing 
to bargain collectively with work- 
ers' representatives. 


Another important provision of 


the law provides that representa- 
tives of a majority of a company's 
employes shall speak for all the 
employes. 


This portion of the act is held 


to mean that where a union rep- 
resents a minority, it will have no 
right to bargain even for its own 
members, if the majority chooses 
to speak for all employes. 


In the Associated Press case the 


question of freedom of the pres/ 
was raised, but the supreme court 
overruled the objection. It held 
that the Wagner act could no 
possibly be interpreted as inter- 
fering 
with 
the 
constitutiona 


guarantee of^ press ^freedom. The 
Associated Press case was viewed 
as a test case by many news 
paper publishers whose business 
might be interpreted as interstate 


The 
decisions handed 
down 


Monday were^more or less relatec 
and touched on many phases of 
complex problem. They were lib 
eral in that they represented, in 
the main, the views of the libera 
judges, supported by Justice Rob 
erts, and the views of the admin 
istration.

In fact the supreme 
ourt was almost equally divided 
n this, it being one of the 5-4 de- 
iaions.

The strike situation 
in the 


United States in the past three 
months has been more serious 
than ever before for a like period 
It has been estimated 
that in 


January and February for 1936 
a total of 1,383,764 days' work 
was lost by organized American 
labor. In January and February 
of the present year that total rose 
to 4,185,000 days' work lost. The 
number of workers involved in 1936 
was 95,462, while in 1937 the num- 
ber had grown to 204,000. The 
days of labor lost is not an accu- 
rate measure of the entire loss. 
Many industries were penalized be- 
cause other industries had been 
closed and were not purchasers of 
materials manufactured. There has 
been 
a 
tremendous loss to the 


owners of industrial concerns and 
the general public has felt the ef- 
fect of idleness in the factories 
in the small amount of money 
made available to workers for pay- 
ing the cost of living. 


The supreme court decisions in 


recent labor cases, notably the 
Wagner act, may mean the death 
of Roosevelt's supreme court plan 
according to some Washington ex- 
pert*. That is not at all unlikely. 
The president is not primarily 
concerned with supreme court re- 
vision ^even tho h« may sincerely 
believe that the changes he urges

do effectively. 
Mr. Green may 


have new forms of strategy up his 
sleeve upon which he bases hopes 
for success for his counterdrive 
but if so, they are not known to 
the laymen. First occupancy of 
the field by Lewis and the mea- 
sure of success he has achieved 
call for new forms of strategy by 
the federation.

Years ago he was a resident of 
North Platte for a long term, 
where he served the road as a dis- 
patcher and in other capacities. 


Lincoln people will watch with 
interest the fight now going on 
between the city administration 
and advertisers 
who place un- 
sightly signboards in the residence 
district. 
The zoning 
ordinance 
was designed to protect owners 
of residence properties from inva- 
sion by business and from un- 
sightly structures. 
It has not 


been an easy ordinance to enforce 
and it perhaps has not always been 
enforced to the letter. Residence 
owners of Lincoln should give sup- 
port to Mayor Bryan and his 
coworkers in their campaign to 
keep billboards within the section 
of the city where they are per- 
missible. 


It is a bit disturbing to learn 
from City Attorney Laughlin that 
some of the records of the muny 
gas and coal station appear to be 
missing. 
The hope may be ex- 


pressed that they will be found. 
The troubles of the muny'gas and 
coal department appear to have 
reached a climax, and a thoro 
going over should not be objected 
to at the present time. The public 
has a right to know just what has 
.been done and how it has been 
done in the conduct and manage- 
ment of this department of city 
government. 


Nebraska, an agricultural state, 
is to be benefited by a reduction 
in railroad rates on corn from 
Mobile, Ala. 
While those who 
must buy corn will appreciate this 
lower rate, the fact that it is 
desirable is none the less to be 
regretted. 
Nebraska is buying 


corn. It is buying it in foreign 
markets. 
In other words, Ne- 
braska and the middle west did 
not raise, enough corn to supply 
domestic 
needs. 
Usually 
Ne- 


braska, Kansas, Missouri and Iowa 
can sup'ply the demand from the 
United States. 


The senate finally balked on 
matching federal money. The fed- 
eral government had let it be 
known that if the state would ex- 
pend about $14,000 on each of five 
armories to house national guarc 
troops in cities -where quarters are 
now rented, it would pay the re- 
mainder of the cost, $17,000. The 
proposal was to take the money 
out of the half mill annual building 
levy. It was rejected. 


Today the secretary of state 


stands nearer complete vindication 
of his program than any other de- 
partment head at Washington. In 
accepting the award of the Wood- 
row Wilson foundation a few days 
ago, he said: 


"We have witnessed the spec- 


tacle of some nations, already in 
the throes of economic poverty, 
straining their meager resources 
for the creation of unprecedented 
armaments. The construction of 
such armaments gives the impres- 
sion of intensive economic activ- 
ity. But that activity has the un- 
healthy flush of fever. 
It de- 
stroys rather than builds. It sows 
the seeds of disaster, either in the 
form of a military explosion or an 
economic collapse." 


Secy. Hull was saying that this 


situation would come about as the 
result of the doctrine of economic 
nationalism when he entered the 
cabinet four years ago. 
It had 


begun at that time, but it had not 
developed far enough for any but 
a few discerning men to see it. 
Today it is obvious, and it is also 
obvious that the theories of Secy. 
Hull offer the way to a sane solu- 
tion. 


As measured by dollars and 
cents, the reciprocal treaties have 
not effected a great deal to date 
and they have brought some dis- 
content from domestic producers. 
But they constitute the only really 
significant gesture toward inter- 
national peace and good will that 
has been made anywhere since the 
collapse of the world economic 
conference at London in the sum- 
mer of 1933. 


There is growing recognition of 


this, both at home and abroad, 
and in this shifting attitude lies 
today's principal justification for 
hoping that international stability 
and good will may bo attained! 
without another cataclysm such as 


S. W. Gramlich, who lives on a

whose opinions usually count. 
Close listeners thought they de- 
tected a somewhat impatient tone

Hughes as he rendered his broaci 
new interpretation of 
interstate 


commerce. He seemed £o say thai 
if Gen. Johnson and Donald Rich 
berg had 
used 
a little 
carefu 
judgment all this trouble might 
not have arisen; if Richberg hac 
picked an NRA test case againg 
a large corporation instead of the 
sick chicken case, he -night have 
won it; if Johnson had restrained 
NRA labor regulation to substan- 
tial business, he might have won 
approval by the court as well a; 
the country. 


In other 
words, 
Mr. Hughes 
seemed to say that what the new 
order needs and has always needec 
most is some careful lawyers and 
cautious administrators. 
It is now being facetiously said 


Mr. Hughes will retire from the 
court if necessary and write the 
laws for the new order so there 
will be no doubt about them. 
This interpretation is being chal 
lenged by new ordainers, who in 
sist the decision reflects only a 
change of mind by the court—the 
baptism of the court in the waters 
of public opinion. They may maki 
out a valid case for this conten 
tion, but there will be no dispute 
over the fact that the door is now 
wide open -for Mr. Roosevelt, and 
Mr. Hughes opened it.

No insider doubts that the whole 


change of trend represented in the 
decisions was solely the work of 
Mr. Hughes. 
Everyone gives Mr. 


Hughes credit for arguing Associ- 
ate Justice Roberts. into position. 
This assertion is in no sense a re- 
flection on Mr. Roberts, because 
Mr. Hughes is generally recognized 
as the greatest trial lawyer of this 
generation. 


Incidentally,* in this connection, 
close followers of the court knew 
half an hour in advance that the 
Wagner decision 
was 
probably 


coming. 
They 
ascertained that 


Mrs. Hughes and Airs. Roberts had 
called the 
clerk and 
asked for 
reservations of seats. 


The plowman in Iowa may not 


have heard about it, but the fi- 
nancial world was leaning on its 
ear a few days back, listening to 
gold rumors. 
Markets trembled; 
money 
men 
were 
somewhat 
panicky. , 


The white house insisted noth- 
ing was to be done about gold, but 
this did not stop the rumors. They 
continued coming from London, 
Amsterdam and all .reliable finan- 
cial capitals of the world. Presi- 
dent Roosevelt reached for his old 
reliable whipping pillow, the for- 
eign press, and flailed it lustily. 
Thus he succeeded in convincing 
the world the rumors were un- 
true, even tho the well informed 
smirked at his suggestion that the 
foreign press was really respon- 
sible for imagining such things. 


That pillow has been whipped 


too often. 


One inside version is that the 
treasury is again excited about in- 
flowing gold, and has recently 
been planning further technical 
action to restrain imports. It has 
had in mind, they say, something 
like imposition of a service or 
minting charge for newly mined 
gold to prevent this country from 
becoming a dumping ground for 
the mining companies of South 
Africa, Canada and Russia. That 
would not involve any change in 
the dollar. 
Then Mr. Roosevelt has been 


talking strangely of prices lately, 
'and it has b e c o m e generally 
known to speculators that he lias 
a price program in mind. 
The 


best of authorities have been say- 
ing it does not involve a monetary 
or financial change, and, in fact, 
it is expected to be somewhat in- 
sipid. 


Many who have talked with Mr. 
Roosevelt lately have been dis- 
turbed by what he did not say. 
To them, he talked of 
financing, 


taxes, etc., but did not once men- 
tion balancing the budget. Their 
hopes of getting a constructive and 
settling relief message 
from 
the 
white house are frankly not warm. 
An inner fear exists that he will 
not go all the way along the road 
recently pointed by the Eccles- 
Morgenthau group. 


Since the government bond mar- 
ket troubles, the conviction has 
spread among economists of the 
new order that the budget must 


really be balanced. By "balance," 
they mean not a paper prospect of 
evening up the books some day. 
but a convincing prospect 
of a 


surplus. That is the only kind of 
balance which will safeguard gov- 
ernment credit. 
Few believe it will ,be either 
feasible or popular to increase the 
existing onerous burden of taxa- 
tion to do it. The only logical way, 
they say, is to eliminate every 
cent of waste. 


The simplest way to look at the 


price problem is this: 


Four 
factors 
make prices- 
wages, hours, taxes and the cost 
of raw materials. 
In industry 


now, 
wages are being increased, 
hours decreased. 
This action is 


bound to increase the cost of 
manufacturing and is bound to in- 
crease prices (note the results ol 
C. I. O. success in steel and coal). 
The movement is being officially 
encouraged by administration pol- 
icy. 


Increased cost of raw materials 
is being officially encouraged by 
government 
buying 
for 
ships, 


buildings, dams, etc. 


Now, 
if the government tries to 


raise taxes again, it will be en- 
couraging 
the fourth factor in' 


prices—while publicly professing- 
to be fearful of a price rise.

no idea of withdrawing it from 
congressional consideration. 
The president was examining 


possible minimum wage legislation 
and child labor proposals in the 
light of supreme court action on 
the Wagner law. He was repre- 
sented as feeling that the 5 to 4 
decisions left the government with- 
out sufficient certainty as to con- 
stitutionality of social economic 
legislation. 


A switch of one supreme court 


justice from Monday's decisions, it 
was pointed out, might change the 
government's powers over industry 
in interstate commerce. 


Overruled Three,Lower Courts. 


Attention also was directed to 
the fact that the five Wagner act 
decisions overruled three circuit 
court opinions. The three lower 
tribunals" were overruled by the 
ballot 
of 
one 
supreme 
court 
justice. 


Friends and foes of the pro- 
posals in congress both claimed 
that the opinions had strengthened 
their ranks. Congressional advo- 
cates of compromise increased their 
efforts to work out an agreement 
which would restore harmony in 
party ranks. 


Atty, Gen. Cummings said that 


"for 
more reasons than one" the 


supreme court's decisions "show 
the soundness and widom of the 
president's plan." 


T\vo immediate 
developments 


marked the controversy as public 
hearings on the bill were resumed 
before the senate judiciary com- 
mittee with Dr. G. M. Bruce of the 
Luther seminary at St. Paul, op- 
posing the measure as inspired by 
the administration's "ill concealed 
resentment" against the supreme 
court. 


It was disclosed that several 


veteran democratic senators pri-

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Suggests State of Maryland 


Make Drastic Changes in 


Constitution. 


BALTIMORE. LV). H. L. Men- 


cken, Baltimore critic and author, 
proposed that the voting age in 
Maryland be raised to 25 and the 
state courts and legislature reor- 
ganized as a. partical specific for 
what he called "a wasteful, incom- 
petent and archaic system of gov- 
ernment." 


Mencken put forward his pro- 


posals in the draft of a revised 
state constitution he 
suggested. 
The draft was published in the 
Baltimore Sun, for which Mencken 
has been a political writer many 
years. The new constitution would 
replace the present bicameral legis- 
lature with a unicameral one of 
15 members, elected at large. 
Membership in it 
would be 
barred to ministers, to bankrupts 
past or present, to any person who 
had ever been a lunatic, and to any 
who had served as lobbyist in the 
preceding five years. The ban on 
ministers is a provision of the 
present constitution. 
Lawyers would be banned from 
sitting as justices of the peace in 
Mencken's judicial establishment. 
All judges would be appointed by 
the governor for life, but would 
not serve beyond the age of 75. 
Appeals from a court decision 
would not delay either judgment 
or .sentence. Mencken 
suggested 
that the governorship be open only 
to native born Marylanders, and 
that the governor be elected for 
ten years. 
Voting privileges would be re- 
stricted to persons over 25. Those 
who have been "in receipt, during 
the five years next preceding an 
election, of any grant or benefit 
from the public treasury 
Save 
for full value in goods or services" 
\vould not be allowed to vote. Bal- 
lots would carry only the names 
of candidates, without any party 
designation. 


BURKE WILMNOT APPEAL 
Senator Willing 
to 
Have 


Williams Confirmed. 


WASHINGTON. t3?). Senator Ed- 


ward R. Burke said he would not 
oppose confirmation of Judge Rob- 
ert R. Williams' nomination to the 
tenth circuit 
court 
of 
appeals 


bench when the nomination comes 
up for senate consideration. 
"I 
think Judge Williams is a good 
judge and will make an excellent 
judge of the circuit court of ap- 
peals," said Burke. "I think he 
acted unwisely when he declared 
his support of the president's plan, 
and promised, in his letter to the 
department of justice, to retire at 
70. Such action might be the start 
of a program under which a presi- 
dent could demand such an agree- 
ment 
from 
judicial 
nominees, 


which would amount to presiden- 
tial amendment of the constitu- 
tion. Amendment of the constitu- 
tion can only be done properly by 
submitting the proposal to the 
people. 
"I may have occasion to reiter- 
ate my previous remarks regard- 
ing Judge Williams' attitude, but 
I will not oppose his confirma- 
tion." 


PATH TO INDUSTRIAL PEACE 


Wagner Calls for Obedience 


to Court/Decrees. 


WASHINGTON, 
(ff). 
Senator 
Wagner, author of the labor re- 
lations act, upheld by the supreme 
court, called for obedience of the 
law by labor and industry as "the 
pathway to industrial peace and 
economic progress." In a formal 
statement the New York demo- 
cratic senator called the court's 
decision "the most important. in- 
terpretation 
of 
the 
commerce 
clause since John Marshall spoke 
in Gibbons vs. Ogden, decided in 
1824." 


"The court," he said, "lias thrust 
aside its more recent stereotyped 
and narrow generalities concern- 
ing federal power, "and has adopted 
a. broader concept fitting the or- 
ganic interdependence of our na- 
tionwide social and economic sys- 
tem." 
Asserting the court had 


sanctioned the "basic foundations 
of peace in industry," for which he 
had been striving, Wagner said 
there was no need for further leg- 
islation at this time on labor re- 
lations. 


FLEE FROM ITALIANS. 
BERBERA, British Somililand. 


UP). Reports from the Ethiopian 
frontier said more than 1,000 men 
women and children, some of them 
wounded, had fled across the bor- 
der from the Italian conquered 
country. An Italian military plane 
was said to have been scouring 
the frontier country, apparently

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Hughes on Relations Act 


WASHINGTON. C?P>. Chief Jus- 
tice Hughes' opinion; thru xvhich 
a 5 to 4 supreme court decision 
upheld 
constitutionality 
of 
the 


Wagner labor relations act as ap- 
plied to the Jones and Laughlin 
Steer company, follows in part: 
In a preceeding under the national 
labor relations act of 1935, the na- 
tional labor relations board found 
;liat the petitioners, Jones & Laugh- 
in Steel corporation, had violated 
;he act by engaging in unfair labor 
practices affecting commerce. The 
proceeding was instituted by tne 
Beaver Valley lodge No. 200, affili- 
ated with the Amalgamated Associ- 
ation of Iron, Steel and Tin Work- 
ers of America, a labor organization. 
The unfair labor practices charged 
were that the corporation was dis- 
criminating against members of the 
union with regard to hire and ten- 
ure of employment, and was coerc- 
ng and intimidating its employes 
in order to, interefere with their 
self organization. The discrimina- 
ary and coercive action alleged was 
;he discharge of certain employes. 
The 
national 
labor 
relations 
joard, sustaining the charge, ordered 
;he corporation to cease and desist 
from such discrimination and coer- 
cion, to offer reinstatement to ten 
of the employes named, to make 
good their losses in pay, and to post 
'or 30 days notices that the corpor- 
ation -would not discharge or dis- 
criminate against members, or those 
desiring to become members, of the 
abor union. 
As the corporation 
'ailed to comply, the board peti- 
.ioned the circuit court of appeals 
to enforce the order. The court de- 
nied the petition, holding that the 
order lay beyond the range of fed- 
eral power. We granted certiorari. 


Scheme of Relations Act. 


The scheme of the national labor 
relations act, which is too long to be 
quoted in full, may be briefly stated. 
The first section sets forth findings 
with respect to the injury to com- 
merce resulting from the denial by 
imployers of the right of employes 
to organize and from the refusal of 
employers to accept the procedure 
of collective bargaining. There fol- 
lows a declaration that it is the 
policy of the United States to elim- 
nate these causes of obstruction to 
;he free flow of commerce. The act 
then defines the terms it uses, in- 
cluding the terms "commerce" and 
'affecting commerce." Sec. 2. It 
creates the national labor relations 
aoard and prescribes its organiza- 
tion. 
Sees. 3-6. It sets forth the 
right of employes to self organiza- 
;ion and to bargain collectively thru 
representatives of~ their own choos- 
ing. Sec. 7. It defines "unfair labor 
practices." 
Sec. 8. It lays down 
rules as to the representation of em- 
ployes for the purpose of collective 
bargaining. 
Sec. 9. The board is 
empowered to prevent the described 
unfair labor practices affecting com- 
merce and the act prescribes the 
procedure to that end. The board is 
authorized to petition designated 
courts to secure the enforcement of 
its order. The findings of'the board 
as to the facts, if supported by evi- 
dence, are to be conclusive. 
If 
either party on application to the 
court sh9ws that additional evidence 
is material and that there were rea- 
sonable grounds for the failure- to 
adduce such evidence in the hear- 
ings before the board, the court may 
order the additional evidence to be 
taken. Any person aggrieved by a 
final order of the board may obtain 
a review in the designated courts. 


Powers of the Board. 


With • the same procedure as in 
the case of an application, by the 
board for the enforcement of its 
order. Sec. 10. The board has broad 
powers of investigation. 
Sec 11. 
Interference with members of the 
board or its agents in the perform- 
ance of their duties is punishable by 
fine and imprisonment. 
Sec. 12. 
Nothing in the act is to be con- 
strued to interfere with the right 
to strike. Sec. 13. There is a separ- 
ability clause to the effect that if 
any provision of the act or its ap- 
plication to any person or circum- 
stances shall be held invalid, the 
remainder of the act or its applica- 
tion to other persons or circum- 
stances shall not be affected. Sec. 
15. The particular provisions which 
are involved in the instant case will 
be considered more in detail in the 
course of the discussion. 
The procedure in the instant case 
followed the statute. 
The labor 
union filed with the board its veri- 
fied charge. The board thereupon 
issued its complaint against the re- 
spondent alleging that its action in 
discharginp; the employes in ques- 
tion constituted unfair labor prac- 
tices affecting commerce within the 
meaning of section 8, subdivisions 
(1) and (3), and section 2, subdivi- 
sions (6) and (7) of the act. 
Re- 
spondent, appearing specifically for 
the purpose of objecting to the 
jurisdiction of the board, filed its 
answer. 
Respondent admitted the 
discharges, but alleged that they 
were _ made because of inefficiency 
or violation of rules or for other 
good reasons and were not ascrib- 
able to union membership or activ- 
Itism as an affirmative defense re- 
spondent challenged the constitu- 
tional validity of the statute and its 
applicability in the instant case. 
Notice of hearing was given and re- 
spondent appeared by counsel. The 
board first took up the issue of 
jurisdiction and evidence was pre- 
sented by both the board and the 
respondent. Respondent then moved 
to dismiss the complaint for lack of 
jurisdiction and. on denial of that 
mo, 
-1 respondent in accordance 
with its special appearance with- 
drew from further participation in 
the hearing. 
The board received 
evidence upon the merits and at its 
close made its findings and order. 


• Question of Commerce. 


"The term 'affecting commerce' 
means in commerce, or burdening 
or obstructing commerce or the free 
How of commerce, or having led or 
tending to lead to a labor dispute 
burdening or obstructing commerce 
°r,J,ne •free flow of commerce." 
This definition is one of exclusion 
as well as inclusion. The grant of 
authority to the board does not pur- 
port to extend the relationship be- 
tween all industrial employes and 
employers. Its terms do not impose 
collective bargaining upon all indus- 
try regardless of effects upon inter- 
state or foreign commerce. It pur- 
rw™ to reach only what may be 
deemed to burden or obstruct that 
commerce and, thus qualified, it 
must be construed as contemplating 
sm-,f^nrc t of contro1 withi« con- 
nri^M , 1^ounds- « is a familiar 
piincipie that acts which directly 
burden or obstruct interstate o-for- 
ce' or lts free fl°w, are 
reach of the congres- 
Acts havlnS tha* ef- 
th n0t renclered immune be- 
i y 3?°™ out of lab°r dls- 
i m ™ 
S% Texas & N- O- R- Co. v. 
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40, decided March 29, -1937. It is the 
effect 
upon commerce, not 
the 
source of the injury, which is the 
criterion. 
Second Employers' Lia- 
bility cases, 223 U. S. 1, 51. Whether 
or not particular action does affect 
commerce in such a close and inti- 
mate fashion as to be subject to 
federal control, and hence to lie 
within the authority conferred upon 
the board, is left by the statute to 
be determined as individual cases 
arise. 
We are thus to inquire 
whether in the instant case the con- 
stitutional 
boundary 
has 
been 
passed. 
Respondent contends that the in- 
stant case presents material distinc- 
tions. 
Respondent says that the 
plant is extensive in size and repre- 
sents a large investment in build- 
ings, machinery and equipment. The 
raw materials which are brought to 
the plant are delayed for long pe- 
riods and, after being subjected to 
m a n u f a c t u r i n g processes "are 
changed substantially as to char- 
acter, utility and value." The fin- 
ished products which emerge "are 
to a large extent manufactured 
without reference to pre-existing 
orders and contracts and are en- 
tirely different from those which 
enter at the other end.." Hence re- 
spondent argues that "if importa- 
tion and exportation In interstate 
commerce do not singly transfer 
purely local activities into the field 
of 
congressional 
regulations, 
it 
should .follow that their combina- 
tion would not alter the local situa- 
tion."- Arkadelphia Milling Vo. v. 
St. Louis, Southwestern Railways 
Co., 249 TJ. S. 134, 151; Oliver Iron 
Co. v. Lord, supra. 


Protection Power. 


We do not find it necessary to 
determine whether these features of 
defendant's business dispose of the 
asserted analogy to the "stream of 
commerce" cases. The Instances in 
which that metaphor has been used 
are but particular, and not exclu- 
sive, illustrations of the protective 
power which the government in- 
vokes in support of the present act. 
The congressional authority to pro- 
tect interstate commerce from bur- 
dens and obstructions is not limited 
to transactions which can be deemed 
to be an essential part of a "flow" 
of interstate or foreign commerce. 
Burdens and obstructions may be 
due to injurious action springing 
from other sources. 
The funda- 
mental principle is that the power 
to regulate commerce is the power 
to enact "all appropriate legislation" 
for "its protection and advance- 
ment" (the Daniel Ball, 10 Wall. 
557, 564); to adopt measures "to 
promote its growth and insure its 
safety" (County of Mobile v. Kim- 
ball, 102 U. Si 691, 696, 697); "to 
foster, protect, control and restrain." 
Second Employers' Liability Cases, 
supra, p. 47. See Texas & N. O. R. 
Co. v. Railway Clerks, supra. That 
power is plenary and may be ex- 
erted to protect interstate commerce 
"no matter what the source of the 
dangers which, threaten it." Second 
Employers' Liability Cases, p. 51; 
Schechter Corporation v. united 
States, supra. Altho activities may 
be intrastate in character when 
separately considered, if they have 
such a close and substantial rela- 
tion to interstate commerce that 
their control is essential or appro- 
Eriate. to protect that commerce 
:om burdens and obstructions, con- 
gress cannot "be denied the power to 
exercise that control. 
Schechter 
Corporation v. United States, supra. 
Undoubtedly the scope of this power 
must be considered in the light of 
our dual system of government and 
may not be extended so as to ein- 
brace effects upon interstate com- 
merce so indirect and remote that 
to embrace them, in view of our 
complex society, would effectually 
obliterate the distinction between 
what is national and what is local 
and create a completely centralized 
government. 
ID. The question is 
necessarily one of degree. As the 
court said in Chicago Board of Trade 
v. Olsen, supra, p. 37, repeating 
what had been said in Stafford v. 
Wallace, supra: "Whatever amounts 
to more or less constant practice, 
and threatens to oostruct or unduly 
to burden the freedom of interstate 
commerce is within the regulatory 
power of congress under the com- 
merce clause and it is primarily for 
congress to consider and decide the 
fact of the danger and meet it." 
Practically all the factual evi- 
dence in the case, except that which 
dealt with the nature of respond- 
ent's business, concerned its rela- 
tions with the employes in the 
Aliquippa plant whose discharge was 
the subject of the complaint. These 
employes were active leaders in the 
labor union. 
Several were officers 
and others were leaders of particu- 
lar groups. Two of the employes were 
motor inspectors; one was a tractor 
driver; three were crane operators; 
one was a washer in the coke plant; 
and three were laborers. 
Three 
other employes were mentioned in 
the complaint but it was withdrawn 
as to one of them and no evidence 
was heard on the action taken with 
respect to the other two. 
While respondent criticizes the 
evidence and the attitude of the 
board, which is described as being 
hostile toward employers and par- 
ticularly toward those who insisted 
upon their constitutional rights, re- 
spondent did not take advantage 
of its opportunity to present evi- 
dence to refute that which was of- 
fered to show discrimination and 
coercion, in this situation, the rec- 
ord presents no ground for setting 
aside the order of the board so far 
as the facts pertaining to the cir- 
cumstances and purpose of the dis- 
charge of the employes are con- 
cerned. Upon that point it is suf- 
ficient to say that the evidence sup- 
ports the findings of the board that 
respondent discharged these men 
because of their union activity and 
for the purpose of discouraging 
membership in the union." We turn 
to the questions of law which re- 
spondent urges in contesting the 
validity and application of the act. 


Agreements Not Compulsory. 


The act does not compel agree- 
ments between employers and em- 
ployes. 
It does not compel any 
agreement whatever. 
It does not 
prevent the employer "from refus- 
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ing to make a collective contract 
and hiring individuals on whatever 
terms" the employer "may by uni- 
lateral action determine." The/ act 
expressly provides in section &' (a) 
that any Individual employe or a 
group 01 employes shall have the 
right at any time to present griev- 
ances to their employer. The theory 
of the act is that free opportunity 
lor negotiation with accredited rep- 
resentatives of employes is likely to 
promote industrial peace and may 
bring about the adjustments and 
agreements which the act in itself 
does not attempt to compel. As we 
said in Texas & N. O. R. Co. v. Rail- 
way Clerks, supra, and repeated in 
Virginian Railway Co. v. System 
Federation, No. 40, the cases of 
Adai- v. United States. 208 U. S. 
161, 
and Coppage v. Kansas, 236 
U. S. 1, are inapplicable to legisla- 
tion of this character. The act does 
not interfere with the normal exer- 
cise of the right of the employer to 
select its employes or to discharge 
them. The employer may not, under 
cover of that right, intimidate or 
coerce its employes with respect to 
their self organiaztion and repre- 
sentation, and, on the other hand, 
the board is not entitled to make its 
authority a pretext for interference 
with the right of discharge when 
that right is exercised for other rea- 
sons than such intimidation and 
coercion. 
The true purpose Is the 
subject of investigation with full op- 
portunity to show the facts. 
It would seem that when em- 
ployers freely recognize the right of 
their employes to their own organ- 
izations and their unrestricted right 
of representation there will be much 
less occasion for controversy in re- 
spect to the free and appropriate 
exercise of the right of selection and 
discharge. 
The act has been criticized as one- 


sided in its application; that it sub- 
jects the employer to supervision 
and restraint and leaves untouched 
the abuses for which employes may 
be responsible. That It falls to pro- 
vide a more comprehensive plan, 
with better assurances of fairness 
to both sides and with increased 
chances of success in 
bringing 
about, if not compelling, equitable 
solutions of industrial disputes af- 
fecting interstate commerce. 
But 
we are dealing with the power of 
congress, not with a particular pol- 
icy or with the extent to which 
policy should go. 
We have fre- 
quently said that the legislative au- 
thority, exerted within its proper 
field, need not embrace all the evils 
within its reach. The constitution 
does not forbid "cautious advance, 
step by step." in dealing with the 
evils which are exhibited in activi- 
ties within the range of legislative 
power. Carroll -v. Greenwich Insur- 
ance Co., 199 U. S. 401. 411; Keokee 
Coke Co. v. Taylor, 234 U. S. 224, 
227; Miller v. Wilson, 236 U. S. 373, 
384; 
Sproles v. Binford, 286 U. S. 


374, '396. 
The question in such 
cases is whether the legislature, in 
what it does prescribe, has gone be- 
yond constitutional limits. 
The procedural provisions of the 
act are assailed. But these provi- 
sions, as we construe them, do not 
offend against the constitutional 
requirements governing the creation 
and action of administrative bodies. 
See Interstate Commerce Commis- 
sion v. Louisville & Nashville R. Co., 
227 U. S. 88, 91. The apt establishes 
standards to which the board must 
conform. There must be complaint, 
notice and hearing. The board must 
receive evidence and make findings. 
The findings as to the facts are to 
be conclusive, but only if supported 
by evidence. The order of the board 
is subject to review by' the desig- 


nated court, and only when sus- 
tained by the court may the order 
be enforced. Upon that review »il 
questions of the jurisdiction, of the 
board and the Regularity of its pro- 
ceedings, all questions of constitu- 
tional right or statutory authority 
are open to examination by the 
court. We construe the procedural 
provisions as affording adequate op- 
portunity to secure judicial protec- 
tion against arbitrary action In ac« 
cordance with the well settled rules 
applicable to administrative agencies 
set up by congress to aid in the en- 
forcement of valid legislation. It is 
not necessary to repeat these rules 
which have frequently been de- 
clared. None of them appears to 
have been transgressed in the In- 
stant case. Respondent was noti- 
fied and heard. It had opportunity 
to meet the charge of unfair labor 
practices upon the merits, and by 
withdrawing from'the hearing it de- 
clined to avail itself of that oppor- 
tunity. 
The facts found by the 
board support its order and the evi- 
dence supports the findings. 
Re- 
spondent has no just ground for 
complaint on this score. 
Respondent complains that the 
board not 9nly ordered reinstate- 
ment but directed the payment of 
wages for the time lost by the dis- 
charge, less amounts earned by the 
employe during that period. This 
part of the order was also author- 
ized by the act. Sec. 10 (c). It is 
argued that the requirement is 
equivalent to a money judgment and 
hence 
contravenes 
the 
seventh 
amendment with respect to trial by 
jury. The seventh amendment pro- 
vides that "in suits at common law, 
where the value in controversy shall 
exceed $20, the right of trial by jury 
shall be preserved." The amend- 
ment thus preserves the right which 


existed under the common law when 
the amendment was adopted. 
The instant case is not a suit at 
common law or In the nature of 
such a suit. The proceeding Is one 
unknown to the common law. .It is 
a statutory proceeding. Reinstate- 
ment of the employe and payment 
for time lost are requirements im- 
posed for violation of the statute 
and are remedies appropriate to its 
enforcement. The contention under 
the seventh amendment Is without 
merit. 
Our conclusion is that the order 
of the board was within its compe- 
tency and that the act Is valid as 
here applied. The judgment of the 
circuit court of appeals is reversed 
and the cause Is remanded for 
further proceedings In conformity 
with this opinion. It Is so ordered.

Urider Way to Curb 
Spread of Syphilis 


By KOTAL S, COPELAJfD, M. D.

MODERN SCIENCE has made 
slow progress in its battle against 
the ravages of syphilis. 
Strange 
as it may seem, this is not because 
the physician is unable successfully 
to combat the disease; it Is because 
the victims, perhaps the majority 
of them, fail to seek medical atten- 
tion. 


Most persons are unaware of the 


dangers which result from neglect 
of this disease. Undoubtedly, the 
most likely reason for this igno- 
rance is the almost universal hesi- 
tancy to mention the affliction. For 
many years, to have syphilis has 
been accepted as a social disgrace, 
and the known sufferer from it has 
been ostracized. This is a great 
pity, because hundreds of thou- 
sands innocently contract the dis- 
ease. They are not persons to be 
stamped with the brand of wicked- 
ness; they are entitled to be re- 
spected and helped. 


Prudish persons are under the 


impression that it is not "nice" to 
speak of syphilis, that newspapers 
and magazines should avoid men- 
tion of it. I am glad to say that a 
marked effort is being made to get 
away from the idea. Health offi- 
cials and social workers were brave 
during the World war; great prog- 
ress was made then in the educa- 
tion of the public regarding this 
disease. But soon the old reticence 
returned. Now a new and ener- 
getic effort is being made to fight 
this most terrible of infectious dis- 
eases. 


Millions Afflicted 


It is hoped that, as this national 


campaign 
continues, 
accurate 
knowledge of the disease will be 
within reach of everyone. It is only 
in this way that it can b« con- 
trolled. 
Surely, the need of such 


a campaign cannot be overstated. 
It has been estimated that the 
prevalence of syphilis in the United 
States represents about 5 per cent 
of the population. This means that 
6,500,000 men, women and children 
are its victims. 
The real danger lies in the fact 
that not more than one out of ten 
cases is under medical care. This 
makes syphilis a definite public 
health challenge. 
Conditions can 


be bettered only by co-operation 
between health officials and asso- 
ciations and the lay public. 
It is a pity that this should be 
an increasing menace, because to- 
day syphilis is one of the best un- 
derstood of diseases. 
The actual 
cause is known and the medical 
profession possesses sure methods 
of diagnosis and treatment. 
« 


Do not be misled into the belief 
that syphilis is incurable. If treat- 
ment can be obtained early and 
continued long enough, all cases 
can be permanently arrested or 
cured. Even when it Is detected in 
the late stages, it can be made non- 
infectious and the serious complica- 
tions of the disease can be avoided. 
It is hoped that eventually all of the 
means of control will be made 
available to everyone.

54 years a railroad man and 17 
years president of the Union Pa- 
cific, will retire as president next 
Oct. 1, three days after he reaches 
the company retirement age of 70. 
Gray, who will be succeeded by 
William Martin Jeffers, now ex- 
ecutive vice president, is leaving 
his post as president upon his own 
insistence that the company age 
retirement rules apply to him. 
Gray will become vice chairman 
of the board of directors, with 
headquarters in New York City 
Jeffers, 61 years old and 47 
years with the Union Pacific, is an 
native of North Platte, where he 
began his career at 14 as a call 
boy and messenger in the shops. 
His_ father, who came to 
the 
United States from Ireland, never 
worked for any company other 
than the Union Pacific, and the 
son followed in the father's foot- 
steps. 
Gray's first railroad job at Fay- 
etteville, Ark., state of his birth, 
•with the St. Louis and San Fran- 
cisco railroad, he described as: 
"There was a station agent, a tele- 
graph operator and a helper at 
that station. Then there was me. 
I helped the helper." He left the 
"Frisco" line to join the late James 
J. Hill, pioneer railroad builder, 
as president of the Spokane, Port- 
land and Seattle line and the Ore- 
gon Electric railway. 
In 1912 he became president of 
the Great Northern line, and in 
1914 moved east as president of 
the Western Maryland railroad. 
Then came war service, 
after 
which he returned to the Western 
Maryland as president, remaining 
in that post until the Union Pacific 
called him.

COURT INCONSISTENT 


Charges Lack of Balance in 


Decisions and in Need 


of a Change. 


WASHINGTON. LSt. John L. 
Lewis, bushy browed generalis- 
simo of the recent sitdown strikes 
in the automobile industry, de- 
clared that the "instability" of the 
supreme court requires enactment 
of President Roosevelt's reorgani- 
zation bill 
Commenting upon the 
court's 
decisions 
upholding the 
Wagner labor relations act, the 
chairman of the committee for in- 
dustrial organization said: 
"The quibblers of ancient Greece 
were intellectual sluggards as 
compared with our supreme court. 
Apparently the destiny of our re- 
public and the wellbeing of its 
population depend upon the legal- 
istic whims and caprices of one 
man. 
Recently the Guffey coal 
stabilization act was struck down. 
Monday the Wagner labor rela- 
tions act is sustained. If today 
the court is right, then yesterday, 
forsooth, the court was wrong. 
The court is as variable as the 
wind, and the people wonder how 
long they are to be the victims 
of its instability. 
Obviously the 
situation needs change. The presi- 
dent's court plan is the immediate 
answer." 


Green Claims Triumph. 


William Green, president of the 
American Federation 
of Labor, 


from which Lewis and his indus- 
trial union allies have been sus- 
pended for "insurrection" hailed 
the court's decisions as "a tri- 
umphant achievement" for the A. 
F. of L. Recalling that the feder- 
ation fought hard for enactment of 
the labor relations law, Green 
said: "Labor will now be free to 
organize without fear of discrim- 
ination and persecution. 
A new 
impetus will be given the organ- 
ized labor movement. • It means 
the end of company unions." 
Secretary of Labor Perkins said 
the decisions "in the manufactur- 
ing cases are of great significance. 
They illustrate conclusively that 
the constitution is indeed broad 
enough to give congress power to 
deal with our most pressing social 
and industrial problems when the 
court is willing to recognize the 
statutory technique," she added. 
J. Warren Madden, chairman of 
the national labor relations board, 
commented at a press conference: 
"If employers will comply in the 
spirit of the decisions it will not 
be necessary to have any more 
strikes to establish recognition of 
the right of collective bargaining."

Nebraska's experience is "pleasant 
and instructive" in the midst of 
"all of this riot of talk concerning 
the sanctity of established prec- 
edents and of ancient landmarks 
in government." 
In addition to numerous amend- 
ments adopted by the people since 
the original constitution of 1866, 
he cited 
the 
state's 
complete 
changing of its legislative depart- 
ment into a one house system, the 
elimination of a constitutional of- 
fice—that of the land commission- 
er's—and repeal of prohibition as 
typical forward steps. 
"I am one of those," the execu- 
tinued, "who glory in the temper- 
ament of a people who have al- 
ways demonstrated 
initiative in 
promoting progressive action in 
government, originality, disregard 
for outmoded tradition, faith in 
experimentation and determination 
in following their convictions as 
did their pioneer forefathers." 
Paying tribute to Thomas Jef- 
ferson, whose birthday will 
be 
commemorated Tuesday, Cochran 
said he was "proud to be actively 
affiliated" with the party founded 
by a "great statesman and politi- 
cal philosopher." The party's con- 
cern, he said, "has been and is for 
the rights of the average citizen." 
He lauded President Roosevelt 
as a champion of the democratic 
party who "has made tremendous 
forward strides since the Hoover 
era of disillusionment 
and 
de- 
spair."

Why Rail Rate Order 


Issued. 


Rail Commissioner Good said 


Tuesday that while he agreed with 
Chairman Bollen on the ptnciple 
that lower rail rates on road build- 
ing 
materials 
should 
not 
be 


granted after the contract was let, 
circumstances alter cases. 
Mr. 


Bollen, in refusing to consent to 
a reduced rate on sand and gravel 
from Bridgeport to Alliance, Hem- 
ingford and Berea approved by his 
colleagues said this amounted to a 
rebate sanctified and glorified by 
the commission. 


Mr. Good said that other factors 


controlled the majority decision. If 
trucks were used to supply ma- 
terial to the roads project they 
would use a bituminous road for 
S6 miles, the distance from Bridge- 
port to Alliance, and that the 
damage to the highway would be 
much greater than any saving in 
rate.

Not under- 
standing he asked her to repeat 
the address, but she said she had 
forgotten it. 


A deed for property 
from

father, George W. Croley, to her 
mother and some school papers 
tentatively identified her, and a 
call to Omaha police, where she 
had been reported missing, com- 
pleted the check. Her school books 
had been found at 60th and Q 
sts., in Omaha. 
The girl, rather large for her 


age, was wearing a blue shirtwaist 
and blue skirt. She has medium 
brown hair and eyes. She says she 
visited the capitol Monday after- 
noon, and says she was 15 years 
old, but was unable to say how she 
knew that or when her birthday 
was.

While the arguments are still go- 
ing on, let's have a look at the 
three as they stand today—not as 
they were a year ago, but as they 
are right now, waiting the settle- 
ment of differences that will set 
them to fighting. 
Take 
Braddock 
first. 
While 


busy little Joe Gould hops 
from 


contract to contract, the cham- 
pion goes 
his way calmly. He 


doesn't even pretend to know the 
intricacies 
of the 
situation in 


which he is the central 
figure. 


Those are the things for Gould 
to know and to deal with, and 
whatex'er Joe wants to do is all 
right with Braddock. It is the per- 
fect fighter-manager combination. 
Braddock 
will do the 
fighting 


when the time comes. Meanwhile, 
let 
Gould do the 
thinking 
and 


talking. 
This doesn't denote dumbness 


on Jim's part or a lack of ap- 
preciation of the fact that, as 
champion, he has been unable to 
reap an adequate financial reward 
and thus insure his future and 
that of his family. 
Idle because 


Of his illness of last summer, plus 
the dictates of the big business of 
prize 
fighting, 
which 
require 


months of buildup for a champion- 
ship fight, Jim probably is not 
much better off than he was be- 
fore he won the title- 


He has made some money, of 


course 
His living conditions have 


improved tremendously. But being 
champion is an expensive business 
and the 
chances are that Jim 


couldn't quit fighting tomorrow, 
even if he wanted to. There are 
too many things left undone, too 
much money to be made and salted 
away 
before he hangs up his 


gloves. - 


No Danger of Complacency. 
This state of affairs removes 


him from the danger of a com- 
placency brought on by steadily 
mounting figures in his bank ac- 
count—a complacency with which 
some champions before him have 
suffered. 
It is an axiom of the 


ring that money has softened up 
more champions than the punches 
of their opponents. They get rich 
and fat, and they do not care as 
much about fighting as they did 
when they were lean and hungry 
and belting their way toward the 
top. 
Training become a hideous 


grind to them and they resort to 
all sorts of subterfuges to escape 
the rigors of it. 


This doesn't go for Braddock. 


He is neither rich nor fat. 
He 


has lost none of his old zest for 
fighting because, in the first place, 
he is the first heavyweight cham- 
pion since Jack Dempsey who is 
content to be just a fighter, and, 
in the second place, the necessity 
for fighting—almost as acute as 
it was when ne was beating his 
way back from the docks—is with 
him constantly. After nearly two 
years at 
the top of the heap, 


fighting still is the only way he 
has of earning his 
bread and 


butter.
